APPEAL TO VIRGINIA WOMEN. 


Lady Managers from That State Issue an 
Address to Their Sisters. 

Rricpmonp, Va., Dec. 17.—[Special.]—An 
appeal has been issued to the women of Vir- 
ginia by the ‘representatives of Virginia 
upon the Board of Lady Managers of the Co- 
lumbian Exposition fot assistance. They are 
reminded that This is the first occasion upon 
which they have been given the opportunity to 
show what they can do in an enterprise of this 
kind.“ The appeal continues: 

We Go not understand our function to be that 
we areinany wayto assert what is commonly 
called women’s rights. We realize that the chief 


| burden of the enterprise is to be borne by men, 


_and the greatest opportunity for work among our 
women is in urging the men of Virginia to an in- 
terest in the Exposition and creating the strong 
public sentiment inits favor which it so richly 
deserves, 

Virginia was so little represented at the Cen- 
tennial Exposition at Philadelphia in 1876 that it 
was only conspicuous by its absence, and the only 
structure representing it there was erected by 
the private outlay of one of its public spirited 
sons. There will be no excuse if this ancient and 
glorious commonwealth does not take the place 
at Chicago to which it is entitled. We urge upon 
eur women to see that Virginia is properly repre- 
sented. We believe our women realize the oppor- 
tunity as thoreughly as our men, and that 
woman’s influence united and brought to bear can 
do much to stimulate the vigilant and liberal 
spirit of our men. 

We invite the women of Virginia to form women 
societies in every county of the State with the 
object of securing, first, liberal appropriations by 
the Legislature, and. second, collecting the best 
that their respective counties have to display, so 
that at Chicago every county of Virginia shall be 
represented and its exhibit shall be such that 
whoever visits the Chicago Exposition will not 
look upon its display as merely that of its past 
glory, but shall see that its people are alive and 
energetic, its products valuable, and the State is 
a desirable place for new settlers. 

This is a great opportunity for our State. It is 
a great opportunity for our women to help it. If 
it is seized upon with enthusiasm by the Virgin- 
ia women, and their work is thoroughly done, 
the statement of what they can accomplish for 
our dear old Commonwealth, if made by us, 
would appear like wild exaggeration. We appeal 
to our women to organize in every county. We 
invite correspondence, and will giadly send forms 
of organizations of World’s Fair clubs. Such 
communications may be addressed either to John 
Paul, Harriapnburg, Va., or Mrs. John S. Wise, 
No. 18 East Twenty-second street, New York, and 
will receive prompt attention.

Huron, S. D., Dec. 17.—| Special. — The 
World’s Fair Board of Lady Commissioners 
of South Dakota has been in session here 
since noon perfecting its organization and 
planning for work, Officers elected are Mrs, 
William Duff Haynie of Rapid City, Pres- 
ident; Mrs. J. S. Oliver of Huron, Vice-Pres- 
ident; Mrs. L. Q. Jeffries of Pierre, Secretary ; 
Mrs. M. L. Bennett of Clark, Treasurer. 
Mrs. A. C. Mellette of Watertown 
was chosen a member of the Nation- 
al Board of Lady Managers, who were 
elected honorary members of the State 
Commission. Oliver Gibbs Jr., General Man- 
ager, and T. H. Conniff, Financial Director, 
are also present. Mr. Gibbs addressed the 
commission and made some suggestions as to 
what the .lady commissioners are expected 
to do. ‘The ladies will formulate their own 
plans and decide upon a program for raising 
a portion of the $80,000 necessary to insure a 
suitable exhibit. This program will be per- 
fected tomorrow. 


Georgia Has Caught the Spirit. 

Macox, Ga., Dec. 17.—[Special.]—The 
movement to have Georgia represented at the 
World’s Columbian Exposition took definite 
shape at the meeting of the Executive com- 
mittee here last night. The plan is to raise 
$100,000 for the exhibit and the work 
will be commenced immediately. Each 
county will be assessed its pro rata. 
Shares of the necessary amount and county 
boards will be commissioned to do the work 
of collecting these amounts. In addition to 
this every newspaper in the State will open a 
subscription column for voluntary subscrip- 
tions.

Wasuineton, D. C., Dec. 17.—[Special. ]— 
In the United States Senate today Mr. Mitchell 
offered the following resolution, which was re- 
ferred to the Committee on Foréign Relations: 

Resolved, That the Committee on Foreign Rela- 
tions be and is hereby instructed to inquire into 
the advisability of appropriate action looking to 
the invitation of the governments ofthe world to 
a conference to be held in connection with the 
World's Columbian Exposition at Chicago for the 
purpose of discussing and recommending meas- 
ures by which the principles of arbitration may 
be incorporated in treaties, conflicting interna- 
tional laws harmonized, and an international 
court established, having jurisdiction in cases 
which governments shall fail to settle by negotia- 
tion, and to report by bill or otherwise. 


Interest Growing in Delaware.

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ELKINS IS THE MAN. 


APPOINTMENT OF THE NEW SEC- 
RETARY OF WAR. 


President Harrison Selects the Rich West 
Virginian to Take the Piace Left Vacant 
by the Resignation of Senator Proctor 
and Sends in His Name for posal 

, tlon—Political Bearing of the Selection 
— Biography of the New! Cabinet 
Minister~Comments on the Selection. 

Wasurneton, D. C., Dec. 17.—[Special.]— 
President Harrison today sent to the Senate 
the mame of oe B. Elkins of West Vir- 

ginia to be Secretary of 
War, vice Proctor. re- 

signed. The nomina- 
tion was referred to the 
Committee on Military 
Affairs. Stephen B. 
Elkins will make the 
sacrifice and become 
Secretary of War. 
Everybody knows it 
will be a sacrifice, be- 
cause Mr. Elkins him- 
self has been telling his 
‘friends so. Yet it is not 
believed that it needed 

STEPHEN n. ELKINS. much persuasion on 
President Harrison’s part to get leave from 
Mr. Elkins to send in his name to the Senate 
to succeed Secretary Proctor, as was done 
today. 

In an executive sense jt was a good selection, 
for nobody doubts that the new Cabinet mem- 
ber will make a first-rate Secretary of War. 
But there is a heaped up and running over 
measure of politics ix the nomination. 
Mr. Elkins described the situation 
tersely last Saturday when he told one 
of his friends that he did not know whether he 
wanted the office or not, ‘because so much 
would be looked for from him, He said As- 
sistant Secretary Grant could be promoted 
and the routine business of the department go 
on without comment or criticism. If he 
(Elkins) were to become Secretary of War 
great things would be expected between now 
and the nominating convention and he might 
not be able to come up toexpectations. Still, 
when the hour of trial came he would not 
forsake the administrtion. 

What the Appointment May Mean. 

The way for his appointment was paved by 
the nomination of Gen. Goff for the Appellate 
bench. Goff belongs to the anti-Elkins fac- 
tion in West Virginia, but with their leader so 
handsomely cared for they will not now com- 
plain of the recognition given Mr. Elkins, 
The West Virginia Democrats say the nomina- 
tion means that their State is to be fought for 
in the caming Presidential campaign, and that 
a Senatorship is also at stake. This may be 
remotely true, though the immediate field in 
view is the next Republican National conven- 
tion. Gen. Harrison will have at his elbow in 
the intervening months an astute and experi- 
enced politician who knows the country from 
end to end and who will be devoted to his 
fortunes. 

There are two views to the bearing of the 
nomination on Secretary Blaine’s course, One 
assumption is that Mr. Elkins’ going into the 
Cabinet foreshadows the long-sought-for let- 
ter of declination from the Secretary of State. 
This is the view taken by the Indiana people, 
who reflect the feelings of the administration. 
They say that Mr. Elkins would not go into the 
Cabinet if it were distasteful to Mr. Blaine, and 
as he is nominated avowedly because of his in- 
fluence on the nomination they argue that an 
understanding must have been reached -be- 
tween the President and the Secretary of 
State which will cause Mr. Blaine’s alleged 
letter of withdrawal to be given to the public 
soon. 

On the other hand some pretty well-in- 
formed persons say that Elkins’ appointment 
means nothing, though the President may 
think otherwise. They argue that, as the Re- 


publican party is bound to nominate Mr. 


Blaine, and as his health promises to permit 
of his running, he may naturally be indifferent 
concerning his Cabinet colleagues. 

It May Not Be Important Either Way. 

A member of the Republican National com- 
mittee, who thought he saw Elkins’ appoint- 
ment coming, said a few days ago: The 
nomination may be given an undue impor- 
tance either way. It may be assumed that Mr. 
Blaine himself has suggested Elkins, or it 
may be claimed that the selection is not 
pleasing to the Secretary of State and 
that the President makes it for the 
purpose of forcing the fighting. The past re- 


lations of Secretary Blaine and Mr. Elkins 


would justify either supposition. I think you 
will find that the exact situation is this: The 
relations between the two men were strained 
for several weeks this fall, but the misunder- 
standing was cleared away and they are now 
good friends, Mr. Elkins, however, is not 
likely to ever again be the confidential me- 
dium of the Secretary of State in reaching 
either the public or the politicians. He drove 
Mr. Blaine to the depot the day the Secretary 
went over to Philadelphia to see the doctor, 
yet I doubt very much if Mr. Elkins knew 
what was the object of the trip.“ 

Two or three of the politicians, who are 
credited with knowing about ail that is worth 
knowing, say this afternoon that Mr. Elkins’ 
nomination will not in any way effect the 
action of Secretary Blaine on the Presidential 
nomination question, but these men are in a 
decided minority. Mr. Elkins himself is 
quoted as saying that his going inte the Cab- 
inet could not possibly effect the future of 
either Harrison or Blaine. If Blaine was 
nominated it would be by a spontaneous and 
uncontrollable uprising of the people which 
neither he (Elkins) nor Mr. Harrison could 
either help or hinder. 

There seems to be no question about the con- 
firmation of Mr. Elkins by the Senate. The 
nomination will probably be approved to- 
morrow. 

Side Light on the Situation. 


The Washington Post prints the following, 
which may shed some light oa the situation: 


Joseph H. Manley of Augusta, Me., wasin Wash- 
ington early in the week and spent considerable 
time with Secretary Blaine. Certain District 
Republicans who escorted Mr. Maniey to the sta- 
tion Tuesday evening presséd him for an ex- 
pression of Secretary Blaine’s intention as to the 
Presidency. Mr. Manley replied that while Mr. 
Blaine was not a candidate in the sense he was in 
1876, and was not asking and would not ask any 
one to support him, he would not refuse the nom- 
ination if it were tendered him, his position now 
being the same as it was in 1880 and 1884, 

This stereotyped reply did not satisfy the Capi- 

tol City politicians, and y insisted on some- 
thing more explicit from Mr. Manley. One of 
them, a recognized power in the local Republican 
party, and also a recognized and warm friend and 
admirer uf Mr. Blaine, declared bluntly: 
. “Mr. Manley, this district will of course elect 
two delegates to the next National convention. 
Now we can elect two Blaine delegates—we have 
the unquestioned power to doso—but we do not 
care to do it if Mr. Blaine will not permit the use 
of hisname. if he will we will give him two 
votes as certain as the day of the convention 
comes. 

Mr. Manley smiled at the speaker’s earnest- 
ness, and replied: “Go ahead, gentlemen, and 
choose Blaine delegates. The old man is in the 
race, and into stay. He is certain to be nomi- 
nated, and that without the least friction. I 
speak by the card.” 

Apropos of all this it is a well-known fact that 
the administration is straining every nerve to 
capture the two delegates from this District. 
Commissioner Douglass is the leader of the ad- 
ministration forces and is making strenuous 
efforts in that direction. 


CAREER OF A SUCCESSFUL MAN. 
Life of the New Secretary of War—Soldier, 


Lawyer,and Manager of Large Enterprises. 


Stephen B. Elkins was born in Perry Coun- 
ty, O., Sept. 26,1841. He removed to Mis- 
suri when very young, was graduated at Mis- 


Territorial Legislature’ — 1865-66, Attorney- 
General of the Territory in 1868-69, and 
United States Attorney in 1870.’72, He was 
elected a Delegate to Congress and served two 
terms, from 1873 to 1877, 

Mr. Elkins was a member of the National 
Republican: committee from 1872 to 1884. He 
took an active part in the Chicago convention 
of 1884 that nominated: James G. Blaine for 
the Presidency and earnestly supported him 
in the canvass. Since 1884 Mr. Elkins has de- 
voted all his energies to the development of 
his extensive coal, and timber inter- 
ests in West Virginia, in which he has taken a 
deep interest. He spends a good portion of 
his time there, but makes frequent business 
trips to New York, whezp he aiso has business 


interests. 
He Is a Man. 


Mr, Elkins is a man ing ample means. 
The area of his estate if New Mexico places 
him among the 1 land-owners of the 
United States. To More than to any 
other man, is to be at the organization 
of the First National Batik of Santa Fé four- 
teen years ago, of whieh he is now President.

We attended the 
same college, when he was graduated with 
honors in 1860, I saw that in the recent cam- 
paigh, like other men in politics, he was sub- 
jected to bitter personal assaults, which did 
him great injustice, I am opposed to his Re- 
publican politics, but otherwise no favorable 
thing could be said of him that would not be 
true and that I would not heartily indorse. 

“I know of no more honorable man in all 
the relations of life, His career in New Mexico 
was very prosperous and popular. In his time 
he was the leading lawyer of the Territory. 
He also organized the Frist National Bank of 
Santa Fé, and was President for thirteen 
years. Though an active business-man, Mr. 
Elkins has never lost his love of books. He is 
scholarly in taste, and devotes his leisure 
hours to study and reading. Few business- 
men in the country are as well versed as he in 
the literature of the day. His social character 
is likewise unassailable. No American or Mex- 
ican ever enjoyed so entirely the confidence of 
the peoplé, or was so generally esteemed by 
the native population. His first election as 
a Delegate to Congress was by 4,000 to 5,000 
majority without making any canvass. The 
second term was given him while he was 
traveling in Europe, both the nomination and 
election being without his knowledge.” 

Kansas Crrr, Mo., Dec. 17.—[Special.]— 
Secretary Elkins was reared at the little Town 
of Westport, four miles from Kansas City, 
in Missouri. He is well remembered by 
the old-timers out there, They knew him as 
one of the best boys that the town ever knew. 
He never chewed, smoked, drank, or 
swore, and he used to boast that he 
had no vices and did not intend to 
have any. He was a close student of the West- 
port school and no other boy ever had his les- 
sons as good as young Elkins.

Johnson’s charges 
against Secretary of 
State Soper are’ with 
held for the present it 
is impossible to give 
more than a general 
idea of the situation. 
Last night’s dis- 
patches covered the 
ground quite thorough- 
ly, but in addition it 
may be said that the 
charge of receiving 
money not turned over 
to the State includes 
the appropriation of re- 

mittances sent in letters for copies of records, 
volumes of public acts, ete. They also in- 
clude collusion with a clerk .to the 
extent of dividing with the latter 
fees received for work done by 
him during office hours, and alleging that the 
money had all been paid to the clerk for ex- 
tra work. The purchasing of costly rugs, 
towels, tidies, and furniture, which were whol- 
ly unnecessary, and which have not ali found 
their way into the State-House, is also covered 
by the general bill. It is further alleged that 
Mr. Soper sought to place orders for paper 
with firms who would pay him the largest 
commission, and in every possible way en- 
deavored to feather his nest, whether by fair 
means or foul. 
Within the last two weeks contractors have 
delivered two car-loads of paper—enough to 
last nearly two years. A new paper contract 
will take effect Jan. 1. None of this paper is 
needed at the present time and, under the 
new contract, it could have been purchased 
for $500 less than the State will now have to 
pay for it. 

The deposed official in an interview today 
entered a general denial of the charges, but 
would give no good reason for resigning. 
When pressed for an explanation of the vari- 
ous illegal and criminal acts with which he 
was charged he made no defense. The fact 
that he resigned, rather than stand an in vesti- 
gation, is held by many as conclusive evidence 
of guilt. 

The charges are the result of little matters 
which have been coming to the surface from 
time to time for several. months past and 
which have been the cause of numerous con- 
ferences between Gov. Winans, his fellow 
State officials, and leading Democrats of this 
city. The situation finally became so grave 
that heroic action could not longer be deferred. 

As far as can be ascertained the value of the 
books given away was about $1,200. Not to 
exceed $100 is known to have been taken, 
but it is predicted that a thorough examina- 
tion of the files of his office will materially 
swell this amount.

Then he drifted to Hillsdale, where he began life 
again. as a newsboy with a capital of 2 cents. In 
time he located in Newaygo in the real estate 
business. He began political labors there and in 
1884, when he was on the Democratic electoral 
ticket, was made Postmaster by President Cleve- 
land. He was elected Secretary of State in No- 
vember, 1890, by a vote of 180,855 to 178,149 for 
Washington Gardner (Rep.). Mr. Super is a 
prominent Elk, and characteristically social in 
his tastes. His wrongdoing had been suspected 
for many months and a close watch has heen kept 
on him.]

ARRESTED FOR EMBEZZLING $20,000. 


John L. Ferguson of the National Bank of 
Kansas City in the Toils. 

Kansas Crry, Mo., Dec. 17.—John L. Fer- 
guson, a bookkeeper in the National Bank of 
Kansas City, was arrested thiq morning and 
sent to jail for embezzling ,000 from the 
bank where he was employed.

He opened a fictitious account and raised the 
figures on the receiving teller’s blotter so as 
to show deposits accordingly. Then he cred- 

ited the account accordingly and drew checks 
in the fictitious name in order to keep up with 
the deposits. Not a cent is left, but the Na- 
tional Bank of Kansas City will get $6,000 
from the American Surety company, which 
| had indemnified Ferguson. Ferguson refuses 
to say where the money has gone, but de- 
clares he has spent it all, some on poker and 
some on dissolute women. He is a single 
man. 

Ferguson was arraigned before Justice of 
the Peace Worthen immediately after 
he was placed under arrest. He 
waived examination and was ordered 
held for the grand jury. Bail was 
fixed at $10,000. which was not given 
and Ferguson was taken to a cell in the Sec- 
ond Street Jail. John L. Peak, attorney for 
the young man, came to the court- rom soon 
after he was arrested. To Justice Worthen he 
intimated that a plea of guilty would be made.

THE GRIP SEEMS TO BE HERE TO STAY. 


Its Ravages Are Reported All Over the 
Country—Several Fatal Cases, 

New York, Dec. 17.— [Special. — There were 
two deaths from the grip, complicated with 
pneumonia, reported at the Health Depart- 
ment today. The mortality today was higher 
than Wednesday, there being 126 deaths re- 
ported, against 113 the former day. Accord- 
ing to the statement of the authorities at po- 
lice headquarters the members of the force 
are beginning to feel the effects of the influ- 
enza and among the 140 on the sick list today 
there were a number who had it. There are 


some of the blue-coats, however, seriously ill. 
Presideat Wilson of the Board of Health said 
that he thought the grip is increasing, but 
there will be no danger of a serious epidemic 
if clear, cold weather continues for any leagth

Nearly every store in the city re- 
ports absence of from one to ten clerks 
on account of the malady. 

Boonx, Ia., Dec, 17.—| Special.) —There are 
over 100 cases of gripin this city, and the 
disease is spreading. Many of the cases are 
pronounced dangerous by the physicians.

PLD LYRA, Pa., Dec. 17.—The ravages of 
the grip in this city have been most severe at 
the Home for Aged Women, at Thirty-sixth 
and Chestnut streets. Out of 100 inmates 
thirty are prostrated with the disease, ten 
have died within the last five days, and yester- 
day Klizabeth McCay, aged 81 years, while 
crazed with the malady, cut her throat, dying 
shortly afterwards.

One bill was 
introduced in the Senate to increase the 
specific taxes paid in lieu of all other taxes by 
copper and iron mines on their outputs, 80 
that from these two sources alone Michigan 
would have received annually $400, more 
than enough to pay its entire expenses, Think 
of it, an annual surplus of $400,000 at the 
expense of the Upper Peninsula! Well! we 
had a caucus on that bill at Lansing and killed 
it, We substituted a bill providing for 
taxation of mining property according to its 
‘assessed valuation, abolishing the old specific 
tax at the same time; and this was a good 
thing for Democracy. 

“There seems to be little appreciation of the 
Upver Peninsula of Michigan among the rank 
and file of the people generally, That region 
has the richest mimes in this country, richer 
than Colorado, Arizona, or California, The 
wheat crop may fail; the pine may be cut 
from the face of Michigan, but the iron and 
copper and gold are reliable products and 
praetically inexhaustible.

It 86 pretty thoroughly 
understood that the man who buys now will 
be in better position to profit by the January 
boom than the man who waits until the 
boom is really here, Steadiness and dull- 
ness characterized the last hour and the 
closing, only two or three stocks mak- 
ing any marked changes from the 
highest prices as quoted at 1 o'clock. 
Northern Pacific preferred, after moving up 
1 to 6934, fell off to 68%. Chicago Gas re- 
covered all of its morning’s decline before 2 
o’clock, Heavy buying of this stock was in- 
dulged in by those who have the straight tip 
from the insiders, The raid oa the stock ap- 
peared to have failed very largely of its pur- 
pose. The stock fell off fractionally before 
the close. The feeling was as bullish at the 
close as it was yesterday. The strength in the 
Villards and Gould stocks was regarded as 
especially significant of the general tendency 
of the market.

Dedication of the Institute Which Bears His 
Name—Chauncey Depew and Wayne Mac- 
_  Veagh Make EloquentAddresses— Notable 
Gathering of Distinguished Men—The

PurtapetrsiA, Pa., Deo. 17.—|Special.]— 
A monument to the memory of Anthony J. 
Drexel, the banker, and an acquisition to any 
city in the world is the handsome Drexel In- 
stitute formally dedicated today. While hun- 
dreds of citizens gathered to honbr the founder 
and his noble gift, hundreds were turned away 
unable to gain admission. Mr. Drexel was 
unable to be present, He recently lost his 
wife by death and the family is still in mourn- 
ing. Upon this meritorious enterprise Mr. 
Drexel has expended $600,000 in the — ar 
of the building, and for the mainten of 
the institute he has given it an endowment of 
N., 000, 000. 

It was a notable gathering of distinguished 
men that filled the great auditorium and stage 
today when ex-Attorney-General Wayne Mac- 
Veagh turned over the institute to the trustees 
on behalf of Drexel. Looking out over the 
hall from the stage it seemed that every man 
in Philadelphia who has gained eminence and 
wealth in the arts and professions and the 
business world was seated there, Upon the 
stuge were a number of prominent men from 
other cities, included among whom‘were:

Tun Government of the United States is re- 
ported, to have begun the payment of the 
sugar bounty to domestic producers. It is 
estimated to have received claims to the 
amount of fully $4,000,000, as something like 
half the entire sugar crop of the South has 
been marketed. The New Orleans Picayune 
says the delay in collecting the bounty has 
forced the planters to ship their crop to mar- 
ket with unprecedented rapidity, so as to realize 
as quickly as possible sufficient money to pay 
current expenses as well as to meet maturing 
obligations. Thus, while the crop is probably 
25 per cent less than that of last year, the re- 
ceipts to date have been about as large as for | 
the same time twelve months earlier, when 
the necessity for marketing the entire crop 
previous to the going into effect of the free 
sugar law forced the selling of the product at 
a rate never before experienced. The promise 
of a bounty has stimulated producers in the 
South to turn into as much sugar as possible 
every gallon of jgice obtained from the cane. 
The result is that better machinery has been 
employed and a much smaller yield of molasses 
than usual has been permitted. 


MR. SPRINGER’S an Bg TARIFF POL- 
CY 


It isnot known yet who will be tho Chair- 
man of the Committee on Ways and Means. 
Mr. Springer has hopes, which are by no 
means unreasonable, that it will come to him. 
Mr. Mills’ friends are working hard in his be- 
half, and are insisting that in the interest of 
harmony and to prevent a possibly ugly row 
in the party the gentleman from Texas should 
be given the position. P 

Mr. Springer, who has a very sanguine and 
buoyant disposition, seems to be confidefit 
that he will be selected, and has begun en- 
larging his tariff policy in anticipation of that 
pleasing event.. When he was working for the 
Speakership he said that he wanted the House 
to do nothing more than to pass five or six 
small bills, placing that number of articles on 
the free list. But now that there is a prospect 
of his running the tariff business personally 
he has widened his views, and talks of pre- 
parmg g dozen or sixteen little bills.“ As 
the days go by he may feel the necessity of 
increasing the number, and may threaten to 
swamp the House with a deluge of small bills. 
He may, in the course of time, reach the point 
of preparing one to stop the payment of 
bounties to the Louisiana sugar-planters. 
Some of these small bills which Mr. Spring- 
er talks of will reauire a great deal of work 
and lead to a. vast deal of debate. The duty 
on wool can be removed by an act of a very 
few lines. But if it is done provision should 
be made for the repeal of that percentage of 
the protective duty on manufactured goods 
imposed to compensate the American manu- 
favturers for the higher price of imported 
wool due to the duty on it. If that is not done 
the manufacturer, according to the theory of 
Mr. Springer and the Democrats generally, 
will get his wool cheaper, but will continue to 
charge just as much for his goods, thus en- 
abling him to make an increased profit, when, 
accurding to eminent Democratic authority, 
he is making excessive gains now at the ex- 
pense of the consumer. 

So if the duty is taken off iron ore, as Mr. 
Springer proposes now, that on pig-iron ought 
to be lowered, as well as those on steel and all 
articles made from iron or steel. Wherever 
the cost of the raw material to the manu- 
facturer is cheapened by reason of the re- 
mission of a duty there ought to be a reduc- 
tion in che duty on the manufactured product. 
Otherwise the manufacturer and not the 
consumer will reap the benefit, according to 
the Democrats. Andif coal is adniitted duty 
free the manufacturers who buy it will be 
able to manufacture more cheaply. Shall the 
duty on the goods they manufacture be re- 
duced? 

Therefore if wool and iron ore are made 
free it will be necessary to remodel the wool 
and iron schedules. It will take considerable 
time, will call for nice calculation, and will 
open the road to illimitable talk. ‘The free- 
trade Democrats, when they come to think the 
matter over, never will consent to the free- 
listing of wool unless it is accompanied by a 
reduction of the duties on woolens, and what- | 
ever reductions might be proposed would be 
discussed by both sides—if not in the House 
at least in the Senate, 

As Mr. Springer's revised and amended 
tariff policy will not differ much from that of 
preparing a general bill it is probable that 
he is hurting his candidacy instead of ad- 
vancing it. Speaker Crisp had the solid sup- 
port of that element in the party which is in 
favor of letting the tariff severely alone, or 
at the most of offering bills to take the duties 
off one or two simple manufactured products, 
like cotton ties und binding twine. When the

POWER OF CONGRESS OVER CONGRES- 
. SIONAL DISTRICTS, 

The Chicago Times says: 

With more zeal than discretion Tun Taro 
sustains the declaration of the President that 
Congress has power to boom an end to gerryman- 
dering of Congressional districts. It doubtless 
telies on that declaration in the Constitution 
which provides that the times, places, and man- 
ner of holding elections for Senators and Repre- 
sentatives shall be prescribed in each State by 
the Legislature thereof; but the Congress may at 
any time by law make or alter such regulations, 
except as to the place of choosing Senators. 
There is nothing in this to indicate a power in 
Congress to change Congressional Nor 
can there be any claim that Congress may inter- 
fere with the legislative districts by whose gerry- 
mander the control of the United States Senate is 
maintained. 

Tun Tumors certainly does rely on that 
clause of the Constitution, as explained by 
Mr. Madison and uns by past Con- 
gresses. Mr. Madison said 

The Legislatures of the — ought not to 

ve the uncontrolled right to regulate the times, 

and manner of holding elections. It was 

ble to foresee ali the abuses that might be 
made of the discretionary power. It seemed as 
improper in principle to give to the State Legis- 
lature this great authority over the election of 
the representatives of the people in the General 
Legislature as it would be to give the latter a 
like power over the election of their representa- 
tives in the State Legisiature. 


In 1842 Congress passed an act ordering the 
election of Representatives by districts and 
forbidding their choice on general ticket, 
which had been the custom in several of the 
States. Georgia, Mississippi, and two or 
three others failed to comply, and the legality 
of the law was disputed in the House of Rep- 
resentatives which met in 1844. It was sus- 
tained, however, and it was held that if any 
State refused to comply Congress could di- 
vide it up into the proper number of districts, 
If Congress chose it could abolish the dis- 
trict system and order the Representatives |

THE NICARAGUA CANAL, 

The completion of the Nicaragua Canal is 
one of the most important questions which 
will occupy the attention of the Fifty-second 
Congress. Its necessity as an auxiliary toour 
naval power and the defenses of our coasts has 
been fully recognized by the Secretary of the 
Navy, who says in his report: 


lf that most important agency in the commer 
velopment of the United States, the Nicar- 


cial de 
agua Canal, were completed the strategical situa- 


tion would be largely modified. At the present 
time the two seaboards are so remote that each 
requires ite separate system of naval defense. 
Each has its vulnerable points, and each has ite. 
néighbors that are well prepared for offensive 
movements. There isa circle of insular fortresses 
facing our Atlantic seaboard the sole object of 
whose existence is to maintain naval outposts at 
our doors. There are States in the Pacific, and 
not large States either, whose fleets are more 
powerful than any force that we could readily 
bring to meet them. To protect either seaboard, 
when our present authorized fleet is completed. 
will involve stripping the other at a critical mo- 
ment. 

The President in his annual message recog- 
nizes the canal as “the most important sub- 
ject now connected with the commercial 
growth and progress of the United States, 
and makes the following direct and practical 
appeal to Congress: 

If this work is to be promoted by the usual 
financial methods, without the aid of this govern- 
ment, the expenditures, in its interest-bearing 
securities and ‘stock, will probably be twice the 
actual cost. This will necessitate higher tolls 
and constitute a heavy and altogether needless 
burden upon our commerce and that of the 
world. Every dollar of the bonds and stock of 
the company should represent a dollar expended 
in the legitimate and economical prosecution of 
the work. This is only possible by giving to the 
bonds the guarantee of the United States Gov- 
ernment. Such a guarantee would secure the 
ready sale at par of à 3 per cent bond from time 
to time as the money was needed. 


Secretary Tracy’s indorsement of its mili- 
tary importance and the President’s recogni- 
tion of it as a commercial necessity should 
commend the project to Congress with un- 
usual force, and should impress upon that 
body the duty of the government to guarantee 
its bonds and hold a majority of its stock. 
The commercial and naval arguments in its 
favor are unanswerable. It would greatly 
shorten the time between our Atlantic ports 
and the Pacific coast, and recent developments 
in Chile have shown the urgent necessity of 
this economy in time. This view of the situa- 
tion does not need expanding. It is patent to 
any one who has eyes to see. Its commercial 
importance is no less obvious. It will give a 
cheap and short transportation route, supple- 
mentary to the present ana future railroad 
systems extending to the Pacific. It will tend 
to cheapen freights. It will greatly enhance 
the prosperity of Central America, 
which in turn will enhance our 
own commercial importance. It will in- 
crease the prosperity of our Pacific coast, and 
that whole coast is unanimously and enthusi- 
astically in favor of it. It is destined in any 
event to be completed in time, but the time 
will be greatly shortened if the national gov- 
ernment indorses the company’s bonds, takes 
control of the great highway, and exercises 
the preponderating influence in its manage- 
ment. Such a control will guarantee speedy 
completion without any danger of loss to the 
government, will insure moderate tolls, and 
will protect it from anv danger of foreign in- 
terference. This question is not a partisan 
one. It is a matter of patriotism and of na- 
tional prosperity. It appeals to Congress as 
such, and it should be considered from this 
point of view. Its importance is indicated by 
the unusual space given to its consideration in 
the President’s message and the report of the 
Secretary of the Navy. No reasonable excuse 
can be made for opposition to it. If there be 
any such opposition it only can be due to 
blind, obstinate, and selfish partisan preju- 
dice, 


THE LOTTERY CONTEST IN LOUISIANA. 

The Democratic party in Louisiana has split 
in two on the lottery issue, as might have been 
expected. The convention for the nomination 
of Governor was called to meet at Baton 
Rouge Wednesday. The antis had made a 
desperate fight in the primaries, but came out 
worsted. The lottery or McEnery men se- 
cured a popular majority of 13,856 in a total 
vote of 82,460, and 117 majority in the conven- 
tion, though 204 of the 686 delegates were con- 
tested. The State Central committee and the 
opposition committee could not agree as to 
the temporary organization of the convention 
or as to the platform to be adopted, as the lat- 
ter insisted that an anti-lottery plank should 
be inserted. The outcome was two conven- 
tions, the one attended by the McEnery or 
lottery Democrats, the other by the Adams 
or anti-lottery Democrats. The fierceness and 
bitterness of the contest between the two fac- 
tions are indicated by the following expres- 
sion from the New Orleans True Delta, the 
anti-lottery organ: 


The past history of our State teaches us noth- 
ing if it does not admonish us that when the lot- 
tery company has interests against the people a 
lottery Democrat, if such a hybrid thing be a pos- 
sible entity, is not to be trusted by the people, 
The anti-lottery Democrats are resolved, come 
whatever may, that the lottery gamblers shall 
not dominate the State of Louisiana. There is 
no room for argument. There is no time for par- 


leying. 

With the anti-lottery men the question is one of 
morality and honor. We regard the lottery as a 
social and political curse. On this issue we can- 
not yield. As Democrats, in the name of all that 
Democracy teaches, we will war upon this iniqui- 
ty until it shall afflict our people and distract our 
party no more. This is our platform, It has but 
a single plank. 

The same organ asserts the claim that the 
parishes outside of New Orleans cartied by 
the antis represent 184.910 white people in the 
State, and that the parishes outside carried for 
the lottery represent but 58,080 white people; 
hence the anti-lottery delegates at the conven- 
tion represent a majority of the white people 
in the State and therefore represent a major- 
ity of the Democratic party. There 1s little 
doubt the True Delta is correct in its figuring 
and deductions, and that if the primaries had 
been honest and free from the corrupt use of 
the lottery’s money the antis would have had 
an actual majority on the floor of the conven- 
tion. Be this as it may, it would appear that 
the contest between the factions is too bitter 
to admit of compromise, and that even the 

r of losing the State to the Democracy 
is not sufficient to swerve the antis from their 
position. Indeed it has been a matter of fre- 
quent remark among them that four years 
of Republican rule were preferable to twenty- 
five years more of lottery rule. With the 
antis it has not been a political but a moral 
question, and division in the Democratic ranks 
has not been considered by them a calamity 
in comparison with the disgrace to the fair 
name of the State implied by another quarter 
of a century's domination at the hands of this 
huge gambling curse. It is with them a life 
and death struggle to shake off the grip of the 
lottery octopus, and any move which will tend 
toward that result will be a welcome one even 
if it entails a Republican success or the loss of 
Louisiana’s Electoral vote for the Democratic 
Presidential candidate. The Republicans have 
taken no part in this contest. They have : 
thee remained quiet, scene! . oppor- 
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THE NOMINATIONS roa COUNTY OFFICES. 
The County Commissioners have held their 
caucus and have nominated Otto H. Matz for 
architect arid Charles E. Felton for business 
manager of the Insane Asylum and Poor- 
house. It is not likely that there will be any 
opposition to the election of the first-named 


gentleman when these nominations come up 


for consideration Monday. Mr. Matz has 
been one of the leading architects of this city 
for thirty-five years, and has had special ex- 
perience in the erection of hospitals and 
municipal buildings. He was a soldier, and 
he is a Republican; but his best recommenda- 
tion for the position he is to be given is the 
fact that he can . its duties intelli- 
gently. 

There will be 3 to the election of 
Mr. Felton, who got but eight of the fifteen 
votes in the caucus. He ran the bridewell 
economically for eighteen years, and prior to 
his coming here he had made a good record as 
the head of Eastern reformatory institutions. 
But he is a Democrat, and that stirred up 
some of the Commissioners. They did not 
attack his ‘qualifications, but opposed him 
simply on. political grounds, Said one of 
them: 

Before we went into caucus we pledged our- 
selves to stand by the nominees of the caucus. I 
agreed to that, but when I did so I supposed it 
was going to be a Republican caucus. I find, in- 
stead, that it is a Democratic caucus, and a good 
Republican can have no show here. I will serve 
notice on this board riaht now that if Mr. Felton 
is given the place I will not stand by the caucus. 
Name any man you like and if he is a Republican 
I will vote for him. Elect Felton or any Demo- 


erat and the usefulness of this board is killed for 
the rest of the year. 


If the Republican President of the United 
States can afford to nominate Democrats as 
Circuit Judges for life the Republican County 
Board can afford to give an office to a Demo- 
crat provided he is the best man for the posi- 
tion. The Commissioner whotook the ground 
that any Republican was preferable to any 
Democrat for manager of the institutions at 
Dunning lost sight of the fact that he and his 
associates were elected to manage the affairs 
of this county on business and not on political 
principles, and that the best element of his 
party has been striving for years to get the 
Hospital, Poorhouse, and Insane Asylum out 
of politics and make them a credit to the county 
instead of a perpetualdisgrace. Auy Commis- 
sioner who prefers anignorant and extrav- 
agant Republican employé to an experienced 
and economical Democrat is neither a good 
citizen nor a good Republican. 

The position of business manager at Dun- 
ning is. an important one. A good man can 
save tens of thousands of dollars and prevent 
the occurrence of miserable scandals. The 
tenure of office can be but one year, for a new 
board whose politics no man knoweth will be 
installed next December. Therefore there is 
no rush of first-class men for the place. Of 
all who have been mentioned as candidates 
Mr. Feiton is the best qualified. He made a 
mistake while at the bridewell by allowing 
members of his family to become identified 
with a concern which leased some of the labor 
of the inmates; but he cannot repeat it at 
Dunning if he would. If the Commissioners 
who oppose him will bring forward as good a 
man who is a Republican no one will object 
to their supporting him, If they cannot do 
that they have no business to sacrifice the in- 
terests of the taxpayers to a foolish spirit of 
partisanship. 

THE BRITISH WEST INDIES FORCED INTO

tiations with Jamaica have reached a satis- 
factory conclusion, thus completing the 
series of agreements with the coffee and sugar 
producing English colonies in the West Indies. 
‘The latter were not overwilling to make con- 
cessions, but they had todo so. Of the nme- 
teen million dollars’ worth of produce they— 
including British Guiana—send to the United 
States over twelve millſons is sugar. A dis- 
criminating duty of $20 per ton would have 
paralyzed their most important industry, for 
there would be no European market to take 
the place of the lost American one. 

The representatives of these colonies began 
by asserting that they ought not to be asked 
to lower their tariffs because they did not dis- 
criminate against the United States, gince they 
imposed no heavier duty on flour, pork, beef, 
or fish which might come from other countries 
than the United States—but which never did 
come—than they did on those brought from 
this country, which furnished them their total 
supply of those articles. 

It did not take long to point out to these 
gentlemen the fallacy of their reasoning. It 
was shown to them that the duties on the arti- 
cles furnished exclusively by the United 
States, being chiefly food products, averaged 
about 35 per cent ad valorem, while those on 
cottons, woolens, and other manufactured 
goods taken almost exclusively from England 
were on the average but about 8 per cent. 
This was a practical and an offensive discrimi- 
nation. 

The Commissioners for the different colo- 
nies were forced to admit the truth of these 
complaints, and they agreed to make ma- 
terial reductions in the duties levied on food 
products which they had pushed up so high, 
while the policy of England itself has been 
for a long time to furnish its people their food 
at the lowest possible price. The total ex- 
ports to the British West Indies during the 
last fiscal year were ten and a quarter mill- 
ions. The effect of the reduction in duties 
will de to increase them decidedly. 


BUSINESS AT MINNEAPOLIS. 

The bank clearings at Minneapolis are roll- 
ing up a big increase for this year. The gain 
over the total for 1890 promises to be not far 
from 21 per cent. Estimatmg for December, 
the Tribune of that city foots up an aggregate 
of $365,000,000, which is just $1,000,000 per 
day, including Sundays ana other holidays. 
It is an increase of 70 per cent from the record 
of 1888, and the claim is made that no other 
city in the world can produce such a record,” 

The statement is a gratifying one and no 
doubt faithfully reflects the improved crop 
conditions in the Northwest this year. But 
Minneapolis has yet to make a great progress 
before it can compare with Chicago, except 
at a disadvantage, so far as the volume of 
business is concerned. Its total for this year 
is less than the one that will be recorded by 
Chicago for the single month of December, 


and it now seems probable the footing for the 


entire year in this city will be at least $4,425,- 
000,000, or more than twelve times that of 
Minneapolis, and a gain of 40 per cent from 
the figures for 1888. This is not so large an in- 
crease as achieved in the same time around 
the Falls of St. Anthony, but that fact does 
not by any means justify the claim stated 
above. The younger the city the greater are 
the possibilities for growth, and a few years 


hence the people of that neighborhood may 


think a gain of 40 per cent in three years is 
more wonderful than 70 in the present m- 
stance. 

Still that record is worth talking about, and 
not merely as an exponent of business aug- 
ment in a city but because it is a measure of 
the rush of prosperity in the great Northwest- 
ern area that lies beyond it. The figures may 
ann of checks paid 
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ness, It is the wheat crop of Minnesota and | 


the Dakotas which not only renders the busi- 
ness possible but makes it; The crop 
this year was a ‘superabundant one, 
and on account of the unusual poverty of 


the harvests in Europe the great proportion of it 


which has been sold thus far netted good prices 
to the farmers, whereas ordinarily a full crop 
has to be sold at low figures. Minneapolis 
men have been able to bid high enough for 
the wheat to attfact immense quantities of it, 
because they have had European orders for all 
the flour they couid turn out from their mills, 
and report has it that they are now many 
weeks behind in meeting their engagements. 
Of course this rush of activity in taking the 
crop from Northwestern producers and sup- 
plying the food wants of the Old World has 
given a great stimulus to all other kinds of 
business, the money received being spent-over 
and over again by the many through 
whose hands it passed. It has meant 
prosperity for the merchants who had 
goods to sell, the same for a large number of 
workers engaged in producing the greater 
quantity of material wanted, and a far greater 
amount of personal happiness for those who 
were thus enabled to round out more fully 
their measure of enjoyment of the creature 
cumforts which are bought with money. Be- 
ing much nearer to the areas in which this 
great cereal wealth was produced Minneapolis 
has gained more by it than Chicago hag done, 
though this city has not failed to grasp a 
sate of the benefit of increased trade in the 
cereals and of the merchandise which is 
bought by the sellers of the produce, No- 
body here is jealous of the prosperity of the 
place near the head of navigation on the Mis- 
sissippi. 


Paestpmnt Harrison has sent in to the 
Senate the names of six of the nine Appellate 
Court Judges authorized by the act of the last 
Congress. Two of the nominees are Demo- 
crates. This is an innovation on established 
usage for which the President will not re- 
ceive the credit he deserves. Nothing in the 
law required him to put a Democrat on the 
bench, yet he departed from the practice of 
his predecessors from time immemorial and 
gave life positions to two members of an op- 
posing party. Three Judgeships remain to be 
filled tor the circuits covering the Gulf States, 
those on the Pacific, and those west of the 
Mississippi. It is thought probable that one 
of these will be given to a Democrat, in which 
event that party will have a third of the en- 
tire number, 

President Harrison has taken his time about 
making his selections, and, being a lawyer of 
high ability himself and anxious to maintain 
the standing of the bench, he has made them 
with great care. Nearly all will meet with 
general approval. The Pennsylvania Senators 
may object to the confirmation of George M. 
Dallas, the Democrat selected for the Penn- 
sylvania and New Jersey Circuit, but it is not 
likely that they will be ableto defeat him. 
The only nominee who meets with pronounced 
opposition is Judge Woods of Indiana, who is 
now on the District bench, When the case of 
Col, Dudley of Indiana, charged with writing 
the blocks of five” letter, was before the 
Indianapolis grand jury, Judge Woods laid 
down the law on the subject to the jury and 
no indictment was found. This brought 
down the wrath of the Indiana Democrats on 
the Judge. They are not prepared to say that 
the law given the jurors was bad, but they 
were bitterly disappointed that Dudley was 
not indicted. 

The President could -probably have found 
as good a man as Judge Woods whose choice 
would have provoked less partisan clamor. 
There is no reason to believe, however, that 
his nominee will not be confirmed, in spite of 
the hostility of the two Indiana Senators, who 
will be willing to make any combinations they 
can to defeat him. 


Tue vacancy in the Cabinet caused by the 
resignation of Secretary of War Proctor was 
filled yesterday, the President having sent to 
the Senate the name of Stephen B. Elkins of 
West Virginia as his successor. He will be 
jconfirméd without delay, so that he can take 
‘charge of the office at once. Mr, Elkins has 
been. successful as a business-man and as a 
politician, and he will, discharge the duties of 
his new position satisfactorily. He will suf. 
fer, however, from the fact that his predeces- 
sor made a most excellent Secretary and pro- 
posed and carried out a number of reforms in 
the army which had long been needed. If Mr. 
Elkins leaves the army in as good condition 
as he finds it he will have managed the de- 
partment well. 

Politicians, however, have more to say about 
what they call the political significance’ of 
this nomination than anything else. Accord- 
ing to some of them it means that Mr. Blaine 
has decided not to run, and for that reason the 
President appointed Mr. Elkins, who is known 
to be a friend of his, and they assert that if 
Mr. Blaine had not let it be known that he 
would not be a candidate Mr. Elkins never 
would have had the place. Others, who pro- 
fess to be in Mr. Blaine’s confidence, say that 
he will run. It is more than likely that not 
one of them knows anything about the mat- 
ter and that the selection of Mr. Elkins for an 
office which he will hold a little over a year 
means nothing except that the President 
thinks that he is a good enough man for the 
place, and that the fact that he hails from West 
Virginia and isa friend of Mr. Blaine should 
not count against him. 


Tun President of the Merino Sheep-Breed- 
ers’ Association of Michigan has made an ad- 
dress to that body in which he tells the mem- 
bers that Mr. Springer of Illinois has designs 
on their peace and happiness, proposing, if 
made Chairman of the Committe on Ways 
and Means, to put wool on the free list. The 
President is of the opinion, however, that Mr. 
Springer may be defeated, provided the sheep- 
breeders can secure the codperation of the 
manufacturers’ associations, especiaily in New 
England, in fighting him. 

It is apparent that this Michigan shepherd 
is not well informed regarding the sentiments 
of the manufacturers of woolens, especially in 
New England. With hardly an exception they 
are in favor of free wool. They do not be- 
lieve that the extra protection given them be- 
cause raw wool is dutiable compensates them 
for the narrower market and the lessened de- 
mand consequent on the higher price of their 
products. The promise of free wool, whether 
made by Mr. Springer or any one else, goes 
right to the spot with them, 

If the merino man of Michigan will consult 
Lawrence, the Ohio ram-raiser, he will find 
that the New England manufacturers are 
rotten to the core, and cannot be depended on 


tor a moment. Nothing but his threats of 


ruin and the withdrawal of all protection if 
they did not behave themselves have kept 
them in line thus long. They will form the 
poorest kind of auxiliaries, 


Tann should be a thorough investigation 
by the Law Department as to the city’s prop- 
erty rights.

Tun venerable Quaker poet, John G. Whit- 
tier, celebrated his 84th birthday yesterday, 
or rather his friends all over the country cele- 
brated it for him, and made the anniversary 
memorable and pleasant with their generous 
and loving remembrances. Oliver Wendell 
Holmes in the beautifal letter which he sent 
to his old friead, and which is the most nota- 
ble of all the tributes, as he and Whittier are 
all that now are left of that group of authors 
who have done so much for New England, 
says: It is one of the felicitous incidents— 
I will not say accidents—of my life that the 
lapse of time has brought us very near to- 
gether, so that I frequently find myself hon- 
ored by seeing my name mentioned in near 
connection with your own. We are lonely, 
very lonely in these last years. In view of 
the numerous and loving tributes paid to Mr. 
Whittier on this occasion he can hardly echo 
the sad regret expressed by the equally ven- 
erated Autocrat. From all over the country 
will come the fervent wish that both these 
survivors of the old guard will long be spared. 
Mr. Whittier is preéminently the poet of the 
people, and ‘he is near to their hearts by 
reason of his simplicity, his kindly heart, his 
strong religious faith, and the noble battles 
he has fought for freedom and for the rights 
of the down-trodden. In every great reform 
and philanthropic movement he has played a 
prominent part. Though enfeebled in body, 
he is still vigorous in mind, and there is no 
deterioration in those broad and genial hu- 
manities which have characterized not only 
his poems but his whole life and contact with 
men. Most readers will echo the opinion of 


Donald G. Mitchell, when asked which of his 


poems he liked best. The last read, said 
Mr. Mitchell, May it be along time before 
the good old poet writes the last one.

An Ex-Chicagoan Is Badly Wanted. 

Lowpon, Dec. 17.—District-Attorney Hamil-

Bad Weather a Peacemaker. 

Catcurtra, Dec. 17.—The question of further 
operations on the part of the British troops 
against the Hunza Niger tribesmen in the 
vicinity of Gilgit and Fort Nilt, near the 
Pamir frontier, has been settled for the time 
being by the weather. Snow has fallen at 
those places and in the surrounding country 
to such an extent that military operations are 
impossible. It was feared that communica- 
tion with the troops was cut off on account 
of the snow, but advices dated Dec, 11 were 
received toda showing that the fear was 
groundless. The officers and men who were 
wounded in the recent storming and capture 
of Fort Nilt and the subsequent pursuit of the 
tribesmen in the mountains are still making 
good progress toward recovery. troops 
are well supplied with food, ammunition, etc., 
in quantities sufficient to last them until the 
snow disappears. 


French Consuls Leave Bulgaria. 
Sorta, Dec. 17.—M. Ribot, the French Min- 
ister of Foreign Affairs, after the breaking off 
of the diplomatic relations between France 


and Bulgaria growing out of the expulsion of 
Correspondent Chadouine, instructed Sthe 
French Consuls in this country to close the con- 
sulates, and those at Rustchuk, Bourgas, 
and Philippopolis have left the country. It is 
not believed that France will re- 
sort to arms, yet the Bulgarian 
Minister of Finauce is going to Vienna to ne- 

tiate a loan for the purpose of strengthen- 
ing the army. The li Francaise to- 
day declares that the Sultan of Turkey has 
asked France to leave it to him as Suzerain of 
Bulgaria to settle the question growing out of 
the expulsion of M. Chadouine from that 
country. 

The Russian newspapers severely censure

Sr. Perersscre, Dec. 17.—A conference has 
been held by the Governors, delegates repre- 
senting the Zemstovs (who are charged with 
the administration of local affairs in the va- 
rious districts), and other authorities in the 
provinces affected by the famine. Gen. An- 
nenkoff, who was recently appointed by the 
Czar a member of tne Famine Relief com- 
mittee, was present and submitted proposals 
toemploy the starving peasants on public 
works. To carry out the proposals of Gen. 
Annenkoff it would require an initial, outlay 
of 30,000,000 rubles. After considerable dis- 
cussion of the proposals the conference de- 
clined to sanction them, only giving its as- 
sent to a proposition that the peasants should 
be employed in the making of roads to con- 
nect the more remote districts of the Empire. 
The treasury has refused to grant any further 
sum than 10,000,000 rubles for relief work.

FAST MAIL SERVICE TO CANADA. 


The St. Lawrence Route Found Feasible by 
the Marine Department. 


MontTreat, Que., Dec, 17.—Advices from 
London are that the Hon. C. H. Tupper, 
Lieut. Gordon, R. N., and other officials of the 
Marine Department at Ottawa publish in the 
Canadian Gazette detailed statements de- 
signed to correct wrong impressions there 
respecting the practicability of the 
St. Lawrence route for the fast-mail 
service. They deal fully with the questions of 
ice, storms, fogs, and general difficulties of 
navigation, and show beyond a doubt the 
high excellence of the route, compared even 
with the New York route. The statements 
must have a good effect, in view of the pres- 
ent efforts to improve the Canadian service. 

The United Empire Trade League is con- 
sidering the course to be adopted upon ex- 
pressions of opinion from Canada in favor of 
the movement. Howard Vincent has returned 
and reports that Canadian feeling strongly 
supports thé league. The deliberative com- 
mittee of the imperial federation league 
bas received valuable suggestions for a 
unity of the Empire from Sir 
Lyon Playfair and Mr. Brice, M. P., as well as 
from Sir Charles Tupper and other advocates 
of federation. These reports are being care- 
fully weighed by the committee and will be 
presented shortly to Lord Salisbury, to whose 
suggestion the committee really owes its ex- 
istence. Advanced friends of the motement 
are asking whether the league will maintain 
its former contention that the government 
should not shirk its duty to formulate a 
scheme. 

The success of the test of the transport of 
imperial marines over the Canadian Pacific 
gives much picasure in official circles, show- 
ing that the China squadron can now be rein- 
forced within twenty-two days from England. 
The wisdom of imperial aidto the Canadian 
route to the East is being thus again proved. 
The friends of the Empire are urging the 
need to strengthen Canada’s hands in perfect- 
ing the Atlantic link in the chain of commu- 
nication.

CANADA WILL TAX AMERICAN COINS, 


Bankers of the Northera Neighbor Will Ke- 
taliate for Uncle Sam's Methods. 
Monrreat, Que., Dec. 17.—[Special.]—A 
meeting of all the bank managers in Canada 
was held in Montreal today to complete the ar- 
rangement for an association for mutual pro- 
tection. One subject was that of the circulation 
of American currency in Canada. Canadians 
have come to regard the American silver cur- 
rency, whether represen by coin or paper, 
as equivalent to ir own, accept these 
tokens at their face value. Yet the American 
silver currency is in value for commercial 
purposes far below that of Canada, and those 
who accept it run the risk of appreciable 
loss. The bankers fear unless some- 
thing is done to check this influx of 
American curreticy the evil may become as 
marked as after the Rebellion m the United 
Stated, and for the second time government 
interference may be necessary. 
States has for some years past imposed a tax 
of 10 per cent upon Canadian currency, and 
the bankers here propose to urge Parliament 
to imitate its example.

creased power of production has increased so 
much faster than the demand for the producer 
that the hours of labor can be lessened one- 
fifth and still enable the production to 
satisfy the demand. Fixi the rate 
of ten hours’ pay, eight hours’ 
work is arbitrary and will fail unless it is. a 
fact that the old ten hours’ pay for ten hours’ 
work was not sufficient. The time of a work- 
ing day ought not to be limited. If a man 
wishes to work overtime he ought to be al- 
lowed to do so. A hard day’s work for one 
man may be easy for another. Payment by 
the hour or the piece may settle any difficulty 
in a large number of cases.

The Prize Awarded to the Missouri City on

Cincinnati Take Prominent Part- When 
the Convention Will Be Held. 


St. Louis will entertain the National Pro- 
hibition convention June 29 and 30 next.’ This 
was decided yesterday at the meeting of the 
National committee at the Sherman House. 
The competing cities were: Atlanta, Ga., 
Indianapolis, Baltimore, Lincoln, Neb., 
Cleveland, Cincinnati, and Harriman, Tenn. 

The contest lay between Cleveland, Cincin- 
nati, and St. Louis, and it took fifteen ballots 
to decide. “Either Cleveland or Cinciunati 
could have been chosen if the Ohio delegation 
had been at any time solid for either, but the 
division in the ranks of the State gave 
the choice to St. Louis on the fifteenth ballot, 
Thirty-three votes were cast and seventeen 
were necessary for a choice. At one time Cin- 
cinnati received the required number and was 


declared the choice of the committee, but on 


investigation it was found that thirty-four 
votes had been cast while there were but 
thirty-three voters in the room. ‘The vote was 
consequently declared off and on the succeed- 
ing ballots Cincinnati lost until on the fifteenth 
ballot it received but three votes. 

The basis of represetation was made double 
the Congressional representation according to 
the new apportionment—two delegates for the 
District of Columbia and one for every 1,000 
votes cast for Fisk in 1888.

Project to Connect the Upper Mississippi 
and the Lakes by Canal. 

Sr. Paul., Minn.. Dec. 17.—[{Special. ]—It 
was learned this aftefnoon that Representa- 
tive Castle of the Fourth Minnesota District, 
Senator Washburn, and the St. Paul 
Chamber of Commerce are putting their

Return of the Stockholders of the Chicago

RULE IN THE KANSAS SUGAR CASE. | 


The Inter-State Commerce Commission De- 
cides Against the Railway, 

Wasuinetos, D. C., Dec. 17,—The Inter- 
State Commerce Commission today an- 
nounced its decision of the case ef Lehmann, 
Higginson & Co. of Humboldt, Kas., against 
the Texas ana Pacific and Missouri, Kansas 
and Texas railway companies in favor of com- 
plainants. The points decided are briefly as 
follows: , 

Several railway companies forming a continu- 
ous through line carried sugar to Kansas City, 
terminal point, at a 30 cent rate, and for the same 
rate to Parsons, Kas,, an intermediate point, and 
to Humboldt, a point on a branch line more dis- 
tant than the intermediate but less distant than 
the terminal point, they maintain a rate of 42 
cents on sugar. i i : 

Held that the roads might lawfully maintain 
the same rate at the intermediate and terminal 
points, and some higher rate might be main- . 
tained to the branch-line int off the direct 
through line without mayest iscrimination. 

Also held that as to the branch-line point the 
complainant was entitled to a refund of the 
amount paid in excess of a reasonable rate. 

The commission orders that the rate to 
Humboldt should not exceed 36 cents a hun- 
dred pounds and that the carriers should re- 
fund to complainants $65.62 as excessive 
charges paid on three carloads of sugar. A 
joint tariff must show on its face what carri- 
ers unite in establishing such joint tariffs, 
The publication and filing of a schedule of 
rates by the New Orleans Traffic Association 
and of a supplemental sheet by the Texas 
and Pacific Railway, a member of that asso- 
ciation, did not establish, as provided by 
Sec, 6 of the act to regulate commerce, 4 
joint tariff’of rates on a continuous line from 
New Orleans to Kansas City over roads of said 
association or of any one of them in connec- 
tion with any other road or roads. Where 
freight passes over a continuous line or route 
operated by more than one company on which 
no joint tariff of rates has been established, 
the tariff of rates and charges is the sum of the 
established local rates or charges of the several 
companies operating such continuous line,

HUNTING DOWN NEWSPAPER THIEVES. 


A Nuisance That Only Tfreléss Effort Suc- 
ceeds in Abating. 

There is an epidemic of newspaper thieves 
in Chicago, one that is annoymg to the sub- 
scribers who are rifled of their papers and to 
the newspaper publishers because of the com- 
plaints that are constantly bemg received. 
Tue Trisune has been maintaining a strict 
watch for months to detect thethieves and dur- 
ing the last three months twenty-five arrests 
have been made. Its efforts are counteracted 
to a great extent by the apathy that marks 
the action of the ordinary Justice-of-the-Peace 
or other court officer in dealing with these of- 
fenders. 

Almost without exception the thieves caught 
have been boys from 10 to 18 years old and in 
passing on their cases the trial officers have 
been lenient, often letting them go with a rep- 
rimand, or on a suspended fine. Where fines 
have been imposed and collected they were in 
particularly aggravated cases, and then have 
been so small in most instances as to result in 
no permanent good, 

amount of the individual stealing is so 
small and the offender so young the 
Judges temper the punishment inflicted with- 
out taking into consideration the annoyance 
caused by the peculations. To a newspaper 
subscriber there are few things more annoy- 
ing than the loss of a morning paper, which is 
looked upon as being ag n a part of 
breakfast as the coffee, and its absence in the 
ride down-town ranks in point annoyance 
with the stopping of the cable cars. The trial 
officers seem only to look upon the cost of the 
one paper stolen and to forget that in most 
instances the boys are skillful thieves, who 
make their rounds almost as regular as the 
newspaper carriers and that probably a dozen 
subscribers suffer the loss of theif papers each 
morning as a result of „ hago » thrift. The 
same person may miss his paper only one 
morni in a week, but there are others who 
lose theirs each of the other six mornings. 

During che last three months there have 
been more complaints than in any like period 
for two years and Tun Trisunz has spent 
hundreds of dollars and kept a number of 
men employed in an attempt to arrest the 
thieves and put a stop to the annoyance. The 
boy who caused more trouble to subscribers 
and to newspapers than any other was Max 
Lehman, who had a route on Cottage 
Grove avenue between Twenty-ninth and 
Thirty-first streets.

The murdered man was taken to his home, 
No. 3047 Lyman street, where he lived with his 
wife and three children.

The police found 
her at No. 126 Plymouth place in company 
with a colored man known as “ Handsome 
Harry” and took them both to the Central 
Station.

Today's Finance Committee Meeting. 

At the meeting of the Council finance com- 
mittee this afternoon the proposition to ap- 
propriate $190,000 from the general fund to 
pay the policemen their December salaries 
will come up for consideration.

In 
August, 1889, Stiber was driving on Van Buren 
street in front of the Burton Block, that had 
been destroyed by fire some weeks before. 
The firemen and city inspectors reported that 
the walls were safe enough to stand, but they 
tell, killing one man and hurting Stiber. He 
sued the city, but the evidence went to show 
that the walls were safe enough, as the in- 
spectors reported, until the owner cut some of 
the supporting girders. Stiber has a damage 
suit against the owner of the building cover- 
ing the same claim.

FOR A BIG DISPLAY. 


AGERMAN ELECTRICAL FIRM SE- 
CURES SPACE AT THE FAIR. 


It Promises an Exhibit That Will Outrival 
All Others of a Similar Nature—Eail- 
reads, Boats, and a 1,000 Horse-Power 
Motor—Action of the Blooded Stock As- 
sociations in Reference to the Special 
Premiums Offered for Their Respective 
Breeds—Other Exposition Matters. 


Some attractive electrical exhibits for the 
World’s Fair are assured from Germany. The 
firm of Siemens & Haleke of Berlin was 
granted permission yesterday by the Commit- 
tee on Grounds and Buildings to put in a dis- 
play that will outrival anything, it is said, 
thus far contemplated by Americans, Chief 
Barrett of the Department of Electricity sub- 
mitted to the Construction Department the 
request for specific space made by the Berlin 
firm. This request, with modifications, was 
approved yesterday by Electrical Engineer 
Sargent, and in turn favorably acted upon by 
the Committee on Grounds and Buildings. 

Space is asked for a 1,500 horse-power elec- 
tric generator and a 500 horse-power generator 
in the power-house. This, the committee de- 
cided, should be allotted. Inasmuch, it is 
said, as no previous generator beyond a 500 
horse-power one has been manufactured, the 
proposition of the German firm is regarded as 
something far beyond unusual, Mr, Edison 
has asked for space for a 750 horse-power gen- 
erator, but so far as can be learned he nas not 
considered the production of a generator of 
twice this capacity. 

The second requést was for space for an 
exhibit of electric railway appliances, includ- 
ing a track for exhibition purposes which the 
company offered to build at its own expense. 
As no provision has been made for such a 
trial track, the committee could only reply by 
saying that it would favor the project and en- 
deavor to have it carried out. Next, it wes 
desired by the Berlin firm to putin a mining 
tunnel at its own expense under the Mines 
and Mining Building. It desired to show a 
system of electric tram-cars in operation. In 
answer to this uest the company was in- 
formed that it would be given a statement of 
the character of foundation material 
under the Mines Building, and if, after bemg 
acquainted with this it had any proposition 
to submit, the same would be considered. 

Then the company asked for the privilege of 
runving electric boats on the lagoons in J ack- 
son Park. In answer to this the committee 
replied that the lagoons would be reserved for 
the passehger boats of the Exposition, but the 
management was willing to allow exhibit 
boats, such as were proposed, to ply about the 
harbor for pleasure craft and out in the lake. 
The fifth and last vest was for space for an 
electtic motor of 1,000 horse-power. The 
company desired to show it in operation. A 
definite answer could not be given. The best 
that could be said was that when it came to 
awarding contracts for light and power the 
company making the request would be given 
a chance to install its motor. This 1,000 horse- 
power motor is said to surpass anything of 
the kind in general commercial use. A 100 
horse-power motor, an Exposition official said 
yesterday, was as large as is generally used in 
this country. 


SPECIAL PREMIUMS FOR LIVE STOCK.

Now Under Consideration. 


Traffic Associations held meetings yesterday 
and considered the application of the Rock 
Island for relief in the m | 
commissions from the Atlautic seaboard to 
points in and through Western Passenger As- 
sociation territory. Dec. 9 the Rock Island 
gave notice that under the provision of 
the agreement which authorizes roads in 
the association to meet outside competition it 
would increase the commissions on that class 
of traffic. Chairman Finley advised that it 
would be necessary for the Rock Island to first 
ask relief from the Chairman and furnish evi- 
dence to show that such outside competition 
existed.

NORTHERN PACIFIC’S SCHEME, 


Said to Be Quietly Securing an Outlet to 
an Atlantic Port. 

Que, Dec. 17.— [Special.] — The ru- 
mor that the Northern Pacific railway is quiet- 
ly securing an interest in existing Canadian 
railways and in lines now under construction 
for the purpose of ultimately contrdlling an 
Eastern outlet to an Atlantic port is revived 
by the fact that a number of its officials, in- 
cluding Messrs. G. S. Jones of New York and 
McNaught of St. Paul, Minn., are interested 
in the newly constructed Lower Laurentian 
railway, the opening of which they recently 
attended in company with the Treasurer of 
the road, who is none other than 
John C. Eno, ex-President of the Second Na- 
tional Bank of New York. Mr. McNaught, 
the Northern Pacific’s leading counsel, is 
President of the new railway, and another 
director is Jules Tessier, Eno’s most intimate 
friend in Quebec, through whose influence as 
a member of the Legislatare the profitable 
subsidy accorded the railway by the govern- 
ment is said to have been secured. The 
Lower Laurentian railway is destined to 
form part of any air line that would 
be constructed from Duluth ‘or Sault 
Ste. Marie to Quebec, running, as it does, 
foom a point north of Three Rivers to Riviere 
à Pierre, the westerly point of the Quebec and 
Lake St. John railway. Even now it forms a 
profitable investment without any govern- 
ment subsidy, running, as it does, through a 
rich lumbering and agricultural district, but 
the chief interest attaching to new line is 
that this company controls other lines of rail- 
way and Canadian charters for railways that 
would make together an almost uninterrupted 
air line from the southwest of Lake Superior 
to Quebec and the lower St. Lawrence. 


Railway Officials Arraigned at St. Louis. 

Sr. Lovis, Mo., Dec. 17.—Peter H. Wickoff, 
General Freight Agent of the Central rail- 
road of New Jersey, was arraigned before 
Judge Thayer on an indictment returned by 
the late Federal grand jury charging him with 
violating the Inter-State Commerce law.
